_ pression that Bonar Law desired a new 
effort -to ‘reach an understanding be- 
tween‘ the two allies, and it is reported 
that both the Premier and the Presi- 
dent of the republic, especially the lat- 
terj are very much impressed with what 
M. Loucheur told them, M. Millerand 
attaches the deepest ftmportance: to the 
resuscitation of the entente cordiale, and 
will probably put his full influence back 
of the project for fresh yr with the 
British Cabinet. 

. Poincare Reassures Belgium. 

‘The Belgian Government. having ex- 
~pressed uneasiness.over M,. Loucheur’s 
trip to London, .M. Poincaré. ténight ‘as- 
“sured the Belgian .Government -that it 
{denoted no -change in French policy 
fixed in commoh with Belgium, and it 
ie expected that’ Premier’ Theunis and 
Foreign Minister Jaspar will soon. come 
to’ Paris fora conference prior to con- 

_ versations which ‘will probably be ‘be- 
gun with London... 

Despite bitter eriticiem of.M. Loucheur 
by the: Government. newspapers, his

It develops today that M. Ldéucheur saw. 
Premier Poincaré before going ‘to Eng- 
land arid Informed him 6f bis purpose to 
interrogate .the~English leaders, How- 
ever, it- is emphasized that he-had no 
commission from M. Poincaré ahd “it Is 
generally held in Paris that the Premier 
did not look kindly on his undertaking. 
Yet while the Government-inspired press 
berates M. Loucheur for being officious, 
a large number of. French papers repre- 
senting moderate opinion, ‘as already 
indicatéd, approve his initiative. 

England Weary of De-Nothing Policy. 


M. Loucher, who is ap ntly “satis- 

fied that England is tiring\ of the do- 
nothing policy, made the following 
atatement this afternoon: 
.** IT went to England without any of- 
ficial mission, but before my departure 
acquainted ‘M. Poincaré with my pur- 
pose of talking with certain members 
of the English’ Government, some of 
whom have been my friends for a long 
time. I saw them and can state that 
the situation of France is beginning to 
i be better understood by: English opinion. 
I am persuaded ‘that an agreement is 
possible without .sacrificing the legiti- 
mate interests of France.and her allies 
as to reparations and' security. I trans- 
mitted this personal impression to M. 
Poincaré this morning. 

‘*Is seemed to me that every one in 
England .understood that France and 
Belgium had: decided to go through. with 
the operation they have undertaken, and 
I hope I dissipated. cértain~ misunder- 
standings which existed in Great Britain 
as to the purposes of France and her 
leaders.’ if 

It seems that altogether too much im-

London. as being that of M..Loucheur.

Lockout of 500,000 Workers 
‘Threatened jf: Employers’’

LONDON, April: 7 (Associated Press): 
—The industrial. outlook in Great Brit- 
ain-at the present time is regatded as ex- 
tremely disquieting. It is estimated that 
nearly 700,000 ‘workers are involved in 

isputes with: their employers,’ and that 
56,000 are on-atrike. Thése include the 
Welsh miners ‘and the ,Norfo}kc farm 
workers. ¢

announce today a new schedule of wages 
and hours which will become ‘operative 
on April 14. If the men do not “accept 
it a lockout of néarly 500,000 workers 
may -resuit.

And ‘March of this year showed an 
increase in the number of failures over 
February. For the quarter the failures 
were larger in number than: in any 
similat ‘period in twenty years except- 
ing dn 1922, 1916 and 1915, while in 
point of liabilities. they. were only ®x- 
“ceeded. by those in the first three 
months df 1922 and 1921.

LIVELY controvérsy has been 
projected. among the literary 
giants here by Mr. .

5 eminent than Bernard Shaw, 
Galsworthy and Chesterton are be- 
ing knocked together publicly in the 
limelight of the press, and in the 
literary half-lights of Chelsea and 
St. John’s Wood drawing rooms 
argument flutters shrilly round the 
tea tables of the inteHigentsia. 

Meanwhile, one understands, Mr. 
Hergesheimer walks serene and un- 
conscious beneath the ‘sun-laced 
orange groves of Southern Califor- 
nia. Here, surely, is a situation as 
piquant as it is unique! 

The particular Hergesheimer wind- 
mill at- which so many.. keenly 
pointed lances are being simultane- 
ously aimed is the assertion that the 
cinema-camera is as‘great an agent 
asthe pen in recording true human- 
ity, and that the artistic potentiali- 
ties of the cameramen afte unlim- 
ited.

This conjecture has an appealing 
basis of fact: Resta, in writing to 
Giovanni Pietro Bellori in 1606, men- 
tions three cartoons of the Madonna 
with St. Anne. The first has been 
identified as ‘“‘ The Holy Family,” 
now in the Royal. Academy at Lon- 
don; the second, whose possession 
the Padre claimed, he described as 
having been drawn by Leonardo at 
Florence in the Spring of 1561, and 
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identified in a letter written by 
Pietro Madoladia, Vicar General of 
the Carmelites, April 3, 1501, ad- 
dressed to Isabella d’Este of Mantua, 
who"had mrde some inquiries as to 
the altar piece Leonardo was then 
executing for the Church of the An- 
nunziata, at Florence. The third 
cartoon mentioned by Resta was the 
replica of the one in his possession, 
in the Turin Academy. 

Resta also tells his friend Bellori 
how he came into possession of the 
Leonardo cartoon: He had received 
it as a gift from the painter Bonla 
in 1696. Bonla had received it from 
Vercelli, where it had for many years 
been in the possession of Marco 
@Oggiono, a pupil of Leonardo. 
How did Marco come by the cartoon? 
According to Resta, Leonardo, in 
1516, had sent it to Francis I. of 
France; thereupon the King had or-

dered him to paint a picture from it. 
This is undoubtedly the one now tn 
the Louvre. After Leonardo's death 
in France, in 1519, Francesco Melzi 
brought: both picture and cartoon te 
Milan, where in 1629 Cardinal Riche- 
lieu secured the picture, at the same 
time he did the famous ‘‘ Mona 
Lisa.” The cartoon had meanwhile 
been given by Melzi to Leonardo's 
pupil, Marco d’Oggiono. 

of Leonardo cartoon, Resta 
also wrote to his friend Giuseppe 
Ghezzi, Feb. 22, 1696, saying that 
he had enclosed the picture in a 
shrine with folding doors, on the in- 
side of one of which, on a gold back- 
ground, he had inscribed a Latin - 
legend, composed by himself, giving 
a sketch of Leonardo's: career. On 
the inside of the other door he had 
fastened a reputed Raphael draw- 


“The Holy Family With the 
Lamb,” now in the Pardo, Madrid. 

It seems probable, therefore,. that 
the Plettenberg-Esterhazy cartoon {s 
identical with that possessed and 
cherished by Resta. Let us now 
see_how the contentions of the lat- 
ter, as to the picture's authenticity, 
are borne out by what we know of 
Leonardo himself. 

Early in 1500 Leonardo, with his 
friend and pupil Luca Pacioli, hav- 
ing been constrained to leave Milan 
owing to the unsettled political sit- 
uation there, went to Florence, and 
in the following Summer, got a com- 
mission to paint an altar piece for 
the. Servite Brothers in the Church 
of the Annunziata: Filippino Lippi. 
who had first had the contract, gra- 
ciously gave way to the master. 
But the latter, we are told by 
Vasari, suddenly became-so absorbed 
-in problems of.geography and -engi- 
neering that he quite negiected his 
art, so it was not until the Spring 
of 1501 that tae model was com- 
pleted and exhibited. 

It has hitherto been asserted that 
the Leonardo cartoon preserved in 
the Diploma Gallery at the Royal 
Academy, London, is the identical 
model exhibited in Florence. In the 
cartoon in London, St. Anne points 
upward with her. left hand, smiling 
into the face of the Virgin, who 
smiles upon the Child, who, in His 
turn, leans from her lap to bless the 
little St. John standing beside her.

In International Exhibition of Prints at Anderson Galleries. 


HE second International Exhi- 
bition of Etchings opens in a 
few days at the Anderson 
Galleries, under the auspices 
of the Brooklyn Society of 

Etchers. This intelligent society, 
well aware of the value of .compari- 
sons, has organized an annual exhi- 
bition that includes the work of Eu- 
ropean contemporaries. Last year 
was the first of these international 
experiments, and the work drawn 
from European sources had a good 
deal of strength, a wide range and 
not very much of novelty. This 
year a preliminary glimpse of some 
of the foreign prints shows a num- 
ber of unusual character and qual- 
ity, although~ perhaps the field will 
be somewhat more restricted. 
Gustavo Rodella, an Italian etcher, 
is represented by two plates, one 
** The Fallow,’’ the other a sketchy 
version of a calf. Rodella not only 
ts an accomplished craftsman, but in 
his form carries on the tradition of 
his country, rich, abundant, sub- 
stantial, with a full round modeling, 
a flowing arabesque. His oxen plod 
heavily and slowly across the fallow 
field with a large, solemn movement, 
the transitions of light and shade are 
massive, the tone is powerful. The 
scene, nevertheless, has life and ant- 
~ mation. Work is going on. You 
are conscious of muscular activity 
pushed not too far, but adequate to 
the task undertaken. A big, serious, 
natural picture, that holds the 
imagination by its obvious truthful- 
ness and absence of prosaic detail. 
‘The Calf ” is even finer than the 
larger plate, gaining by the lmita- 


tion of the subject to a single figure, ° 


‘and the intentional foul biting is 
cleverly handled to suggest color and 
atmosphere. 

Over both plates broods the blessed 
dullness, the blessed lack of facility 
that makes the most vivacious of 
European nations a source of deep 
repose in art. Another Italian is 
Settino Bocconi, much more cultured 


und commonplace in style, with an- 


excellent little fountain, rich in tone, 
against a background of almost 
equally rich pallor. This peculiar 
dense atmosphere is what modern 
* Italy gives us in all departments of 
art. Nothing dry or lean comes out 
of the country, nothing graceless. 
Mauroner has a lighter touch in his 
“ Assisi.” The little town is seen in 
the background on its high perch,

Lipinski, the German who. lives in 
Italy, was here last year with mi- 
nutely modeled portrait heads, done 
in dry point from which the burr 
was scraped off. He_is here again 
with elaborate compositions illustrat- 
ing Homer's ‘‘ Odyssey " in what 
apparently is simple etching. Every 
inch of each of his plates is filled 
with technical interest. His ana- 
tomical modeling, his shadows and 
half lights, the crowded items of his 
composition with amazing variety of 
surface texture, lend a look of mas- 
tery to his plates which they hardly 
deserve, the mastery that should 
appear in the arrangement of the 
spaces and the beauty of the line 
having been strangled by a thousand 
careful devices of execution, 

Getscher, an Austrian, sends 2 re- 
markable etching of a couple of Eu- 
ropean buffaloes, or yaks, “ Ur- 
Oxen” he calls them, which is a 
revelation of what power of drafts- 
manship, Knowledge of a medium, 





strong conviction: and constructive 
thinking will do for a print against 
all odds. The physical aspect of 
the print. is pitiful. Tae paper is 
of a miserable, unsympathetic qual- 
ity and kind, the ink is unpleasant, 
the color an ugly brown, but the 
plate itself is superb, und any kind 
of print that may be pulled from it 
will be worth owning, full of interest 
and force of individuality. The sub- 
ject also has its own appeal. The 
hair dropping in long strands over 
the rough sides of the animals, pour- 
ing-down like tangled rain, the light 
playing on the rugous backs, the 
positively known and vigorously de- 
scribed anatomy, are characteristics 
of the type that crowd zoos and cir- 
cuses with hordes of people famish- 
ing for the unfamiliar. A scholarly 
and powerful achievement, possess- 
ing in addition to its strength a cer- 
tain Viennese elegance of handling. 
That veil of dripping hair, for ex- 
ample, perhaps only an Austrian 





ness. Mr. Kaplan, capable of so at- 
tentively observing a face that ha< 
no superficial attractiveness, can g0 
as far as he chooses in portraiture 


_He feels as well as‘sees the character 


of his sitter. But he seems to need 
the stimulus ef difficulty. Other 
heads, with picturesque beards and 
heavy brows, offer him no indtce- 
ment to excel, With the obviously 
arresting he is commonplace, with 
the apparently commonplace he ic 
arresting. ; 

Jan Daum, a Dutch etcher working 
in England, in_his pleasant studies 
of men and ‘horses at work moving 
through a broad homely landscape, 
is lively and suggestive, -with the 
simplicity and naturalness of his 
race. His ‘*‘ Amberly Filoods,’’ a 
team of horses approaching along a 
very wet road brisk in the damp 
air, is a notable little plate, inter- 
esting to compare with the formi- 
dable and heroic “ Fallow” of Ro- 
della. Among the Canadians W 
Alexander’s' “ Winter Evening-Var- 
sity ** has a clear-cut architectural 
quality. One plate comes from Hon- 
olulu, ‘‘ The Sacred, City,’’ by H. M. 
Luquiens, interesting chiefly through 
its subject. 

Other foreign etchers of recognized 
importance will be added to the exhi- 
bition before the opening day and 
will strengthen greatly the European 
section, but the presence of minor 
examples is not at all a bad idea. 
It gives a chance for greater fiexi= 
bility of comparison and introduces 
many a plate that gives a great 
deal of pleasure of one kind or an- 
other without climbing to the heights 
of a McBey or a Cameron. 





It would take a McBey or a Cam- 
eron, however, to compete with the 


best things by. the’ Americans 4l- 
ready in the little group selected for 
certain inclusion in the exhibition, 
Ernest Haskell’s single stark and 
twisted cypress against a_ perfectly 
clear sky is altogether the: finest 
thing he has.done with trees.” Its 
beautiful technical quality, pure 
etching, open shadows,. and its free, 
definite draftsmanship would make it 
an authoritative note in a collection 
confined to masterpieces. The cloud 
subject by the same artist is only 
less admirable as a triumph over 
difficulties. The clouds move and 
are filled: with light; but they fall 
Just, short of intimating the endless 
spaciousness of the heavens they in- 
habit. 

The exhibition will not be in place 
for. specific mention until the end 
of the week, but a few of the plates 
may. be taken at hazard to show the 
increasing variety among the sub- 
Jects appealing to American etchers 
who have reached the end of their 
period of monotony with a pretty 
land and a mild seacoast. Louis C. 
Rosenberg’s Italian pfates follow 
well-trodden paths, but their treat- 
ment and arrangement are his own, 
reticent and original, although in- 
jured in general effect by a man- 
nerism of signature. Henry Emer- 
son Tuttle celebrates the individual- 
ity of owls, ruffed grouse and the 
larger birds, and Charies E. Heil ex- 
hibita his delightful songbirds, with 
their subtle air of domesticity. Rosa- 
mund Tudor ~has a landscape in dry- 
point, long, sweeping lines, nicely 
related, with a gay accent of humor 
in a dog chasing a rabbit in the fore- 
ground, minute figures all compact 
of the ecstasy and terror of the 
hunt. H. Devitt Walsh'in “ The 
Crocodile Tears"* and “The Last 
Hours of the Condemned ”, bravely 
enters-the field dominated by Dau- 
mier and Forain and manages an in- 
dividuality quite as expressive as 
these masters displayed in the days 
before they were masters. Walter 
Yeomans attacks the problems of 
fishing stations, dories and fisher- 
men with sturdy masculine direct- 
ness. : 

George C. Wales deserts his clipper 
ships for a plate ship, beautifully 
drawn, beautiful in detail, and sink- 
ing heavily into- the water with an 
impossible horizon faltering help- 
lessly in the distanee. Henry B. 
Shope in his “ Coal Palace” trans- 
lates the authentic, dignity. and pic- 
turesqueness of these industrial 
monuments with a somewhat longer 
and less vibrating line than is hab- 
itual with him. Ralph Pearson’s 
fungus ¢ypresses make an entertain- 
ing contrast with Mr. Haskell’s mus- 
cular trees of the same species. Wiil 
Simmons’ has a couple of. his bril-

AR and its aftermath have 
produced many. curious 
twists.and-turns in Euro- 
pean finance, but none 
more interesting than the 

multifarious issues of paper marks 
by the States, cities, towns, banks, 
firms and individuals of Germany. 
Since 1914 these issues have run up 
into the thousands, While their ag- 
face value is certainly well 
up in the millions, if not billions, of 
marks, and the end is not yet. 


When a traveler in Germany loads: 


himself down with a bundle of paper 
these days he is likely to regard that 
form of money as a joke; and when 
he studied the designs on the “ not- 
geld,” or emergency money issued 
by the States and cities, he is likely 
to conclude that-the Germans them- 
selves must regard their present cur- 
rency in a facetious light. Many of 
the local issues are adorned with 
farcical cartoons; others are’of & 
distinctly historical nature and still 
others are allegorical in character. 
Some of the best artists in Germany 
have prepared the designs and the 
color schemes. while the best en- 
gravers, lithographers and printers 
have worked upon the notes. In 
_ size they range from that of postage 
stamps to 4 by 6 inches, for the 
more ambitious designs require con- 
siderable space to present them 
properly. Practically all of these 
issues are interesting, and, there- 
fore, it is not to be wondered at that 
‘everywhere in Germany one encoun- 
ters industrious collectors of ‘ not- 
geld,”’ ranging in age from small 
schoolboys who invest their scanty 
pocket money in the “ scheins *’ or 
bills, to the graybeards who take 
their collecting very seriously and 
grow highly -excited when they turn 
up some rare bill dating back, per- 
haps, to the primitive days of 1914. 
Most of the local issues of paper 
money in Germany have been 
“ good ’’ for only limited periods 
of time plainly stated on the face of 
the notes. In denomination they 
have ranged in value from 1 pfennig 
to several marks and, at the present 
time, the. colossal collapse of the 
mark has caused some issues to ap- 
pear, runningashigh in denumination 
as 500 and 1.000 marks. The de- 
nominations usually issued, however, 
are 10, 25, 35, 50 and 75 pfennigs 
and 1, 2-and 3 marks. With the 
value of the mark so depreciated as 
it is now, these local currency issues 
have a limited use in actual business 


lectors are showing an interest in 
them, the issuing municipalities and 
States are selling them not only to 
collectors but te tourists. who send 
them home as souvenirs after the 
fashion of postcards. 

It is obvious that at the present 
rate of exchange the sale of fifty- 
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pfennig bills yields little revenue to 
the issuing agency, even assuming 

that none of the bills so sold would 
ever be presented for redemption be- 


fore the date their validity expired. 


Tt is therefore customary through- 
out Germany to issue these notes in 
series of from four to eight or ten 
bills and to sell them in that form. 
For instance, there may be a series of 
six or eight historical events or local 
scenes on the fifty-pfen- 
nig notes, with descriptive captions 
not infrequently done in verse, gov- 
ernmental propaganda recommending 
cleanliness of streets and premises, 
or what not. These notes are always 
issued at a premium of 50 per cent. 
or more, while dealers add at least 
100 per cent. for current issues. 
Older issues, the validity of which 
has expired, frequently sell at a pre- 
mium of several thousand per cent.

It is, possible that the Academy 
picture was a study for the altar 
piece, but it certainly was not the 
one exhibited.

Nor is further evidence in support 





of Resta's testimony lacking in the 
life of Leonardo. In December, 1515, 
at Bologna, the artist first met Fran- 
cis I, and became attached to his 
Court. He went to France with hir 
and was established by him at the 
Castle of Cloux, near Amboise, .on 
the Loire.. Among Leonardo’s visi- 
tors there, in October, 1517, was the 
Cardinal Louis of Aragon, whose sec- 
retary has left an accotint of the 
visit. According to this account 
Leonardo showed his Eminence three 
paintings: “* The portrait of a Fior- 
entine lady done for Giuliano dei 
Medici, the Virgin in the lap of St. 
Anne, and a youthful John the Bap- 
tist, done since he came to France.”’ 

These three pictures have. long 
since been identified respectively as 
those now in the Salon Carré of the 
Louvre: “ Mona Lisa,"’ “‘ St. Anne ’’ 
and “ St. John."' The.first two were 
returned to Italy after the death of 
Leonardo, on May 2, 1519, and there 
acquired .by Richelieu’ and brought 
back to France, a century and ten 
years later. Apparently, the only

Here, on the cuon- 
trary, the face of the Virgin is miore 
youthful, and the lack of background 
can hardly be considered as eviden- 
tial, since it is the usual characteris- 
tic of original benetncl to be used 
as models. 





Finally, I have bien told, although 
the matter cannot be verified ty 
photograph, that the shading lines of 
the cartoon proceed downward from 
left to right, showing that the artist 
‘was left-handed. Leonardo was left- 
handed. 

It may be suggested that, after all 
‘while it may have been proved that 
Resta did actually. possess, as he 
says, the actual Leonardo picture in- 
tended for the Annunziata altar piece 
and ‘exhibited in Florence in the 
Spring of 1501, still there is no evi- 
dence that this was the picture 
brought fromi Rome to Munster by 
Count Plettenberg about 1730. it 
may reasonably be asked, however: 
If the pictures are not identical, what 
became of the Resta picture, and 
where, if not from Resta, or his 
heirs, did the Count get his? 

Until some convincing evidence has 
been produced to the contrary, there 
is reasonable ground for believing in 
the authenticity of the picture now 
the possession of the Esterhazy 
sisters at Budapest, and it is iden- 
tical’ with the picture exhibited in 
Florence in the Spring of 1501, 
which later became the mode for the 
famous painting, ‘ St.. Anne, the 
Virgin, and the Child,” now in the 
Salon Carré of the Paris Louvre. At 
least, the theory, that the “ Holy 
Family "* cartoon of the Royal Acad- 
emy of London was the finishéd de- 
sign for the Annunziath altar piece, 
and as such was exhibited in Fior- 
ence, in 1501, has seemed to be de- 
molished by the sonnet of Girolamo 
Casio dei Medici, which describes 
with all necessary detail. the picture 
actually exhibited.

There politics were miore of a tradi+ 
tion and women had ‘had in the past, 
even before they ‘had thé vote or stood 
tor office, considerable. knowledge . of 
the workings of the Government. The 
educational work which the: women were 
doing in this country, in: -cofinection 
withthe women’s parties, Mra. Strachey 
thought of-immense valus, but said that 
the same. plan would not work out in 
Bngiand, where there was no woman's 
party and where the best results are 
obtained by ‘local groups a as non-par- 
tisan clubs working for spécific inter- 
ests. In England, the awakening of wo- 
men to. civic and political responsibility 
had, to be done, she said, by a house-to- 
house cafivass. ‘This means: that a con-. 
stituency is divided into. districts, and a 
certain. number of houses allotted to a 
member of the committee who pays per- 
sonal visits to the women. In talking of 
the ‘work ‘doné by differerit classes of: 
‘women — er. paegeataes England, Mrs. 
Strachey said: 


“The Woman's Institute, which has 
been sticn a success in England among 
farmers” wives, originated In’ Canada. 
These women are the most enthusiastic 
group in the country, and are more in- 
terested and, I think it is safe to say, 
have more political: knowledge than any 
other class of’ women, It may be. pe- 
cause they have more time to think in 
thé country than in industrial sections, 
I don’t. know as to.that. The move-’ 
ment. is democratic and ‘has been ‘ini- 
tiated entirely by the women themsélves, 
who at their meetings discuss every 
subject from educational questions and 
mothers’ pensions to the best. way to 
make preserves. In fact, there isn't any 
question they do not discuss. It is quite 
a change.for women in the County, who 
in the past have always waited for the 
‘parson or the squire to put their stamp 
of-approval on any new move, to “be 
forming societies, holding mieetings, do- 
ing. their own thinking and making their 
own decisions.“ But that is what they 
are doing sow. And the progress among

‘But when “Gat” fled from Colérado, 
where the crime was committed, into 
his tribe’s stamping ground in south- 
eastern Utah, a big fuss started. Here 
waa an Indian, a murderer, fleving jus- 
tice. He mist be caught and punished. 
The rahchmen organized a posse, start- 
é4 into ‘the hills’ and began to fell 
** Get. Gate dead or alive.” . 

‘The Piutes, led™by Maneds Jitn,, werd 
doubtful about taking Gat back into the 
tribal fold after the crime. They at 
fifst considered turning him over to 
the white men’s courts-for justice. But 
O14: Poke wae eloquent in‘his argument, 

the Piutes Were swayed. Then, 
pee the posse set up its cry of ** Get 
hint, dead or alive,’’ ‘there was but one 
ching to do—protect the boy. 

They did. Posses, cavalry from Sait

‘The village was but a clut- 
ter-of haif a dozen tattered canvas tipis 
and as many more crude shelters built 
of branches and. ¢arth, O14 Poke him- 
self wore a dilapidated. pair of khaki 
trouserd, an old, véefy dirty, bive shirt; 
and a pair of cowhide moccasins. 

“Gat. he gone. Jim, he gone. . Lots 
mote, théy goné.” The Indian motioned 
éloquently toward the village: ‘‘ Afn’t 
many left.”

“Why not go to the Utes, down on 
the reservation?’ I Was risking a friend- 
ship with the question, but I chanced jt. 

He turned on me petulantly. “Damn 
Utes! They no good. Sit in ’dobe house 
an’ smoke, smoke, smoke! Never git 
outdoors, nevyér hunt no more, néver 
fish! Ugh!” The very thought was dis- 
tasteful. - “Nope. We no do that. 
Never! We stay here, hunt, fish, starve, 
till we all: gone.” 

And that’s apparently what thet are 
how dolng—hunting, fishing, “ptarving, 
refusing to move on to the reservations, 
And. while they stubbornly: refuse, the 
ranchmen ‘persist in their efforts to dis- 
lodge them, It wilt not be long béfore

OR some time the Soviet authori- 
ties. have been engaged in a well- 
organized effort. to: destroy -al’ 
religion. The outstanding phases 
are described bya correspondent 
of The London Times as follows: 

“In the éarly months of 1918 the Gov- 
ernment decréed. that. Bible teaching as 
a compulsary: subject should be removed 
from. the programs (of -all . Russian 
schools,’’ he writes. “ Religion continued 
to be. taught, however, as an optional 
subject, for which the parents paid), and 
there were in most schools only’ a’ few 
who. did not attend these lessons. But 
when the authorities observed this they 
forbade the use of’ school buildings for 
Bible teaching, and the lessons had to 
be given at the homes of the pupils. At 
the end of last year the teaching or 
reading of religious subjects in groups, 
even at the pupils’ homes; was ‘strictly 
prohibited in its turn, and persons tak- 
ing-part in the organization of such 
private groups are now Ilable to severe 
punishment. 

“ Yet although, with a view to produc- 
ing a godless generation,’ the greatest 
attention was from the outset directed 
toward . banning ‘religion from ~ the 
schools, the clergy were also subjected 
to‘a very subtle form of persecution. 
The property. belonging to the ‘Church 
‘as ‘ nationalized ’ (but here the Church 
could not claim any ‘special oP FH 
forall. property was nationalized), and 
the priests were then seemingly. ignored, 
as ‘outside the. Bolsheviet. program.’ 
The State took over\ the. feeding of the 
population, and in the towns all markets, 
and’ ‘private’ shops were . closed.”

ORD NEWTON'S recent plea in the 
upper ~house of Parliament at 
Westminster for its reform is not 
of a nature to create any undue 
alarm among its 737 members.
